MILLINERY GOODS. 



THE NEWS. 

The intelligence received yesterday by t tic 
Alexandra is unusually meagre fur a six days' 
accumulation. Tho Confederate laid into 
Maryland has turned icto what was expected, 
■ hasty retreat. The Federal cavalry were, 
according' to latest accounts, following up 
the pursuit, and had reached Straaburg, 
about fifty miles from the Maryland border. 
Numbers of Confederate stragglers were 
being occasionally captured ; but tho South- 
ern troops generally seemed to be well 
mounted, and were making quick time tow- 
ards Staunton, about seventy miles further. 
The Federal genoral, Sheridan, with two 
brigades of cavalry, wai, however, sup- 
posed to be on tho alert to intercept 
them. Tho Confederate loss iu the recent 
demonstration round Washington is put down 
at 2,000 men, In conneelion with this lute 
Southern invasion, we have the resignation of 
Secretary Stanton, to whoso carelessness il 
was said the first successes of tho Confeder- 
ates in entering Maryland was attributed. 

From Petersburg Iho intelligence is very 
meagre, indicating (hat (irant is carrying out 
his nchemes quietly and socrntly, .Some heavy 
firing bad taken place, and tho breastworks 
that hud previously obstructed tbo Federal 
progress had boon demolished, contracting 
the defences of the beleuguered cily to an 
area that leaves little hope of a much moro 
extended resistance. From tho movements 
of Urnnt up tho James river, we are lod to 
surmise that an attack upon Richmond from 
that quarter is one of his plan3. The fact of 
the Confederates making such vigorous nt. 
tempts to blockade the uppor part of tbe 
James rather strengthens the supposition. 

From Tennessee, we have tho uccounts of 
two Federal expeditions in Mississippi— one 
under Slocum, which resulted according to 
Confederate statements in a sevoro defeat, 
and the other under Smith in tho Northern 
portion of the Stale, resulting in au over- 
whelming victory to the Federals. There is 
evidently, however, some mistake in tho des- 
patches, lor we find that although the Feder- 
als after lighting three days from tho 13th 
to the 15th inclusive, killing and wounding 
2,000 of the enemy, had captured the Con- 
federate general Forrest, this redoubtable 
individual is mentioned in another paragraph 
as being nt the head of a force of 10,000 
men advancing on Huntsvillo, severul days' 
march distant, on the sixteenth. 

From Atlanta the news is more important 
and more definite. Sherman had, as was 
stated in our previous despatches, actually 
cros«ed the Chattahoochie river. Tho very 
ineffectual resistance which the Confederates 
hare made behind this last great uatural d«- 
ienzo of Atlanta, would lead to the conclu- 
sion that a large portion of Johnston's troops 
hid gone to reinforce Lee — thus enabling ihe 
latter to carry on the recent raid X or th. The 
probability is, therefore, that Sherman will 
be able to- capture tho place before any as- 
sistance can be afforded tin enemy. There 
is a rumor in one of the telegrams 
that Atlanta had already fallen, but 
we do not credit it. The next steam- 
•r may possibly bring a positive an- 
nouncement of tho fact ; lor once across 
the Chattahoochie we believe .Sherman's 
troops will not find it an arduous task to com 
pel the surrender of the place. Atlanta is 
the centre of an extensive railway communi- 
cation. The Iiue3 of Tennessee and of Vir- 
ginia, and the railways from Columbus and 
from Montgomery, Ala., meet within its limits 
It has a population of nbout 16,000, and was 
a very thriving oity belore the outbreak ol 
the war. That such a capture will be n 
heavy blow to the Confederacy, no person 
who understands ils position can lor a moment 
doubt. Willi Atlanta in tho hands of the 
Federals tho whole State of Gccrgia would 
speedily by brought under the same yoke as 
Tennessee, and the Southern Confederacy 
would ba effectually cut asunder, leaving but 
Virginia and the Carolinas under the im- 
mediate control of Jeff. Davis. Nothing, 
therefore, but desperation could induce I.ee 
to withdraw troops from Atlanta at such a 
critical period ; for it is evident, with but 
threo States to support the dignity as well as 
strength of the Confederacy, there would be 
ao immediate collapse of all pretonsions to 
an independent Republic. Sj much was the 
possession of Atlanta lately cateemtd that 
there wnf a time when it was hinted that Lee 
would risk reducing his own army to en- 
deavor lo overwhelm Sherman in bis advance. 
" There is many a slip " however, •' between 
the cup and tho lip," and it is jusl possible 
that Lee may make a bold stroke ye', to suc- 
cor the army in Georgia, if he does not — if 
be allows Sherman to got his foothold in At- 
lanta, the rest of tho State will certainly lall, 
however gradually may be the process. Tu 
wrcsl Kentucky, Tennessee, or Georgia 
out of the hands of tiie Federals 
afterwards will he next to an impossibility. 
Whon we add to this danger in the West the 
new demand of tho President lor 500,000 
men, it will bo seen, that whatever tho South 
intends doing she must do at once. Lincoln's 
call for another half million men may be 
almost as ineffectual as the calling nf the 
spirits from the vasty deep. The quarter of 
the number may not he obtained— riots may 
arise in the enforcement of the draft— and 
general discontent may prevail ; but nil these 
contingencies cannot be safely reckoned 
upon by the South. The North, i( is evi- 
dent, is not deteired by tho slaughter of tho 
past, und whatever may be tho result of tho 
President's call, there is the indication of a 
desperalo determination to carry on the war 
to the bitter end.
